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SOME VALUABLE AVIATION LESSONS. 


——__4—___—- 


Hongkong is displaying quite a big, interest.jn aviation these 
days. At one time it seemed as though our Port was going to be 
left very seriously behind in the development of travel and carriage 
py air. but with the visit of the Aerial Derby Commission and the 
activities that are taking place at Macao, together with other items 
of news that have lately been made public in conneg¢tion with aerial 
travel, it would appear that we are at least going “td. be in the 
swim.” ‘Itis just as well, in view of the possible development here, 
to look at what at has been done by British enterprise and drganisa- 
tion in other places and one might well turn to the London to Paris 

’ air express and find a lot to encourage. During the war. a flight 
from London to Paris was just “a day off” for a British aviator 
accustomed to more perilous work above the enemy's lines. Never- 
theless, as a peacetime pursuit, 2 flight between the two capitals 
pessesses a certain element of danger which can only be reduced by 
careful preparation and organisation. This is true in sume degree 
of flying generally; but between London and Paris the air route is 
known to experienced flying men as one of the most difficult 
stretches in the world. Yet, in spite of this, fot-saveral months on 
end, fights between London and Paris and London and Brussels have 
been maintained daily by the British Airco, Handley-Page and| 
Aerial Transport Companies. ~ no ; 

The experience gained on these pioneer civilian services between 
capitals has led to the inauguration of the first international aerial 
mail by which letters and packets are now carried between London 
and Paris.» The time.thus saved is invaluable to commercial men. 
Tt is‘possib!e to write a letter in Londonin the morning, get it over 
to Paris by air-post where it is immediately delivered, and receive 

“areply in London be the evening. This is the net result of a 
brilliant piece of organisation which is now rapidly, being perfected. 
This organisation is particulary interesting becausé it provides the 
pattern for the worldwide aerial organisation of the near future. 
Its main objects are to ensure safety and adherence, of the services 
to the scheduled times, by overcoming any variations in climatic 
conditions that may be encountered, particularly on the route 
between London and- Paris. --Landing-groutds, route directions, 
pilotage marks and beacons, cypher codes and wireless communica- 
tion are the elementery corollaries of an organised air service, aud 
these have of course’been set up between London and Paris. But 
science is being applied in the use of directional gwireless and wire- 
Jess telephony in a manner which must inevitably revolutionise 
flying. Machines on the mail, service are now being 
equipped with an improved wireless telephone apparatus which 
enables the pilot to ask ground stations or other aeroplanes 
about weather conditions in any particular direction orto obtain any 
other information he requires. The machines are also to carry a 
light telescopic mast which can be set up with the wireless tele- 
phone serial on top of it in the event of a compulsory descent. This 

“ill enable communication to be established with the nearest 
aerodrome from which help can be obtained together with another 
machine to carry-on the mails. It isin overcoming adverse natural 

» conditions that directional wireless, which is also being fitted to 

‘these mail-carrying aeroplanes, is of euch great utility. . 

Britain led the way. during the war in the application of science 
to aviation and she is now doing much to make air transit safe and 
reliable. ‘Those responsible for the’ London-Paris mail service are 
confident that in the next few months it will prove to be leds ‘subject 
to climatic interruptions.than even the Cross-Channel steamboat 
services. . We out here are hoping one day to see the establishment 

. of air services between most of the Easteni ports, and the great 
‘ experience that haa been’ gained during the working of the London- 
Paris service, and other pioneer services will prove to be of great 
value if properly applied. -The Far East cannot hope todo much 
to assist the technical development of aviation, but it can apply the 
world’s knowledge to its own needs. wo 
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not been here for what we might 
term a Bishop’s allotted span, but 
the secret was very well kept. 
Dr, Lander has been Bishop here 
since 1907, having succeeded the 
late Bishop Hoare, who lost his 
life in the disastrous typhoon 
1906.

During his thirteen years in the 
Colony, he has been prominently 
identided with social and religious 
movements amongst both the 
European and Chinese com- 
munities, and he has worked 
with particular zeal for the 
furtherance = of Christianity 
amongst the Chinese. The 
Diocesan work’ has very largely 
increased during Dr. Lander’s 
ime, and from the religious point 
of view it can be said that 
the influence of the Church 
nas been very materially 
idvanced throughout the Diocese. 
During the war the Bishop's task 
nas been aheavy one, but he has 
avcr been ready to give of his best 
in thought and energy.

H. E. ON LEAVING SCHOOL 
TOO EARLY. 
Following the distribution o 
prizes, His Excellency said that 
the report which had been read 
by Mr. Forster-gave.a very satis- 
factory account of the work in 
the school during the last-year 
and he was sure the Head- 
master and his staf might be 
warmly congratulated on 
their record. The report raised 
several questions ofinterest which 
should receive full con- 
sideration. There was one 
point of extreme importance 
he would like to emphasise. He 
did not as a rule raise serious 
matters at priz2 distributions, but 
he. felt justifed in making an 
exception to this rule, and to dis- 
cuss the question of keeping 
children at schoo! as long as 
possible. It was a great difficulty 
that children could not be 
kept continually at one school. 
The school in such cases 
must necessarily suffer to 
gome extent and especially the 
“children also. It was most 
important, as Mr. Forster had 
said, that children here should 
not be removed earlier than was 
necessary. In England there 
were” reasons in many 
cases why children in the 
past chad been unable to 
remain in school until the proper 
age. This was fully recognised 
by the present Minister. f Educat- 
jon as one of the main causes 
which acted as a handicap to 
efficient education, and the efforts 
of the Education Board had been 
exerted towards raising the age 
when children could leave school 
and make children stay at school 
as long. as possible, It was 
natura!, of course, for parents tu 
desire to get their children started 
in life as soon as possible, but 
any lad who went into business 
might perhaps do better if he 
had stayed longer by three or 
four years then the boy who did 
not stay so long. If he had to 
leave early,. he might find it 
necessary.to attend continuation 
classes. In support of-his state- 
ments, His Excellency referred 
to the growing favour amongst 
business men in England to admit 
University graduatesto the higher 
posts‘ in thier concerns. The 
seme principal, His Excellency 
continued, applied here. He 
earnestly trusted that parents 
bere would see that their children 
remained in school to complete 
their education.. They would 
find that it paid in money and 
in other ways too. It waa only 
the exceptional .man who 
could educate himself. Foundation 
was the main-thing, and a 
foundation in life could be gbtain- 
ed in school by. staying ‘there as 
long as’ possible. Concluding, 
Bis Excellency said thet he must 
apologise for talking of this matter 
insuch a serious strain, but it 
was a matter of great importance.

SENTENCED TO DEATH. 


The hearing of the motor 
bandit cage. ‘was concluded 
yesterday at the Supreme Court 
when Ip Sui-ping. Ng Wai ‘and 
Cheung Sing were charged with 
the murder of Lau Cho on 
November 26th. 

The Hon. Attorney-General 
(Mr. J. H. Kemp. K.C.) prosecuted 
for the Crown, and F.C. Jenkin: 


C.B.E., ingtructed by Mr, Arculli, |. 


defended. 


In-his address to the jury, Mr. 
Jenkin said ‘the prisoners were 
not identified as having used ary 
weanons in the vicinity of Shop 
29. Tho weapons were revolvers 
ofa point 22 calibre, whilst the 
bullet fuund in the body of the 
deceased was of a different 
calibre. There was no evidence 
to prove that’one of the members 
of the gang had committed the, 
murder.’ In order that “the 
prisoners be held guilty under 
that Rule of Law one individual 
member ‘of the. gang must be 
proved to have killed the deceas- 
ed, Ifthere were proof of that 
then the Rule of Law was fully 
satisfied and the prisoners were 
guilty. But there was no such 
proof forthcoming. 


After an absence of ten minutes 
the jary found al! three prisoners 
guilty, and they were séntenced 
to death. Two of-the prisoners 
made short statements aeeerting 
their innocence.

SHIPS’ OFFICERS AND DISCIPLINE. 
To protect themselves against 


unions among the crews and to 

preserve discipline at sea, the 
otficers, engineers, doctors and 
parsers of the Atlanticliners have 
formed an association at Liyer- 
pool, Southamption, and London, 
which is spreading to all British 
ports. They are reported to have 
taken this action because of the 

titude of the steamship lines in 
yielding to demands made by the 
men, without regard to the views 
of officers on the maintenance of 
discipline. In several instances 
recently unions of seamen, fire- 
men, and stewards have com- 
plained to the companies against 
certain officers and have obtain- 
ed their removai under conditions 
which the officers contend were 
unfair to the men removed. 
Captain Charles Turner of the 
Seamen's and Firemen's Unions 
has declared himself in favour of 
the officers’ association as a step 
needed to maintain -discipline. 
American steamship officers, en-

INLAND NAVIGATION IN CHINA, 


A common topic among seafar- 
ing and shipping people is the 
[extraordinary opportunity China 
now presents for the use of motor 
zrafton inland lakes and rivers. 
During the past few years there 
‘has been avery marked ‘advance 
in the number of motor-boats in 
the waterways of the. Yangtze 
provinces, many loeal companies 
having come into existence, run- 
ning in the majority of cases 
boats which. could” never pass 
muster ona general marine sur- 
vey. ' Unfortunately, accidents 
often occur, and it would appear 
hat ‘drastic legislation is 
needed to ensure efficient opera- 
tion of these small steam and 
petrol vessels.
